JAP WARSHIPS 
BOMBARD RICH 
SHANGHAI AREA 


Shanghai, Oct. ll (AP)—Under a 
weak 
sun 
attempting 
to 
break 
through overhanging skies. Chinese 
and Japanese troops crawled out of 
their muddy burrows 
today along 
the 25-mile front Lo the northwest 
and resumed the almost two-month- 
old battle for Shanghai. 
The smouldering ruins of the 
I China Merchants Navigation com- 
! pany's lower wharf and warehouses 
directly opposite the bund of the 
Pootung side of the Whangpoo river 
were the only results of the Japanese 
warships’ pre-dawn bombardment of 
the rich industrial arca. 
A Japanese naval spokesman an ­ 
nounced the Chinese peppered the 
Japanese warships 
with 
machine 
gun fire from the wharf and 
the 
Japanese retaliated with their big 
guns. 
The property loss was estimated 
at $2,000,000. including considerable 
American and other foreign cargo. 
The bombardment of Pootung began 
in a pouring rain during the final 
hours of Sunday, 
upsetting and 
otherwise generally quiet day. 
After weeks of incessant rain the 
trenches were turned 
into 
canals; 
and creeks and the Chinese and 
Japanese troops 
squashed 
around 
waist deep in water. 
The naval 
spokesman asserted 
that as a result of Sunday’s bombing 
raids on the Canton area China’s 
air force in south China had been 
completely 
wiped 
out.

nounced the Tlenho and Tsungwha j 
airdromes had been bombed with- 1 
out resistance and the Hangars de­ 
stroyed. 
Marty American missionaries de­ 
parted from Tslngtao on the eastern 
seaboard, leaving but skeleton staffs 
at Tsinanfu to attempt to protect 
their properties, j
